Father Fitzgerald spoke 
on the changes in Christian 
Education, Since Vatican 11 
the community spirit pre- 
dominates, The vocation of 
Christianity is service to

The Church is humble; it 
no longer separates the sec- 
ular from the sacred, It 
regards “‘work’’ as a value, 
and strives through dialogue 
and effort to enhance the 
dignity of the individual so 
that he may follow his con- 
science to make decisions 
for himself. 

The discussion which foll- 
owed emphasized human 
values and the need for posi- 
tive service to the Comme 
unity, with a spirit of open- 
ness and friendliness, 
Father Fitzgerald left his 
audience with the thought 
that religion today must be 
a preparation for life, rather 
than a preparation for the 
end of life, 

Father Laberge used the 
theme, “‘The Christian 
Community, the Medium of 
the Message,’’ He felt that 
in the past there was too 
much concern with the dev- 
elopment of the school sys- 
tem, and the insistence of 
teaching religion as a sep- 
arate subject. 

The Christian community 
saw to the education of its 
own members in the faith - 
an insular approach, Today

tian communities people 
cannot live their lives alone, 
nor can they approach God 
alone, They must strive to 
educate the totality of human 
life; they must be interested 
with growth in relation to 
others, Because of the new 
developments in technologi- 
cal sciences, the Christian 
community must constantly 
evaluate and re-evaluate it~ 
self. 

Father C. Levangie told 
the Grades 1 and 2 teachers 
that a study of the psychol- 
ogy of religious response 
was made in line with the 
thinking of Dr, Francoeur, 
psychologist and theologian 
of Montreal. 

Using tapes and discusse 
ion, the group reflected upon 
the difference between re- 
ligious response and relige 
ious training. 

Father Levangie defined 
religious response as the 
totality of response of the 
person at any given moment 
as he is able to respond in 
that situation, Religious 
response involves three 
things: 

1) A sensing of the pre- 
sence of the Supreme Being, 

2) Some sense of rela- 
tionship with the people 
around, 

3) Some sense of the res- 
ponsibility of behaviour. 

These must involve all of 
the child that can be involved 
at that particular moment 
of the child's development - 
for example, in dealing with 
the child of six, teachers 
must take into consideration 
the psychological develop- 
ment so that they will not 
over expect or under expect, 

In Religious education the 
child must be led, not drag- 
ged; fed, not force fed, A 
chief weakness in catechists 
is a spirit of anxiety and 
inadequacy, a desire to do 
the whole job themselves. 
Father Levangie suggested 
that ‘‘we should do what we 
can and, give the HolySpirit 
elbow room, We still try to 
do too much,"’ 

He said nothing is so nat- 
ural as prayer for the child, 
Because the child is sensi- 
tive to his own needs, his 
form of prayer will be 
strongly of petition, This is 
normal and good because the 
prayer of petition is an act 
of love in that it implies and 
recognizes God's supreme 
dominion over us, 

Sister Jackson reminded
